COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  BEANS,   PEAS,   GRAIN  SORGHUMS, 
RICE,  AND   BUCKWHEAT. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  legumes  and  minor  cereals  covered  in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  for  which  information  is  here 
presented,  include  beans,  cowpeas,  peas  and  lentils,  grain  sorghums,  rough  rice,  cleaned  rice,  buckwheat,  and  buckwheat  flour. 

The  estimated  total  commercial  holdings  of  these  commodities,  assuming  that  the  stocks  actually  reported  represent  from  85  to  90 
per  cent  of  the  total,  were  as  follows:  Beans,  17.500.000  bushels;  cowpeas.  650,000  bushels;  peas  and  lentils,  4.000,000  bushels;  grain 
sorghums,  3.300.000  bushels;  rough  rice,  28,000.000  bushels;  cleaned  rice,  385,000,000  pounds;  buckwheat,  1,800.000  bushels;  and  buck- 
wheat flour,  31,000,000  pounds.  With  the  single  exception  of  cowpeas,  the  commercial  stocks  of  these  commodities  on  hand  on  the  date 
of  the  Survey  showed  no  very  significant  changes  as  compared  with  the  stocks  held  by  the  same  firms  one  year  earlier.  The  commercial 
holdings  of  the  different  commodities  on  January  1,  1918,  represented  the  following  percentages  of  the  holdings  on  January  1,  1917: 
Beans,  101.6  per  cent;  cowpeas,  63.3  per  cent;  peas  and  lentils,  87.0  per  cent:  grain  sorghums,  106.7  per  cent;  rough  rice,  106.6  per  cent; 
cleaned  rice,  82.8  per  cent;    buckwheat,  84.2  per  cent;    buckwheat  flour,  102.0  per  cent. 

Detailed  information  for  each  of  these  commodities  is  presented  in  the  following  pages. 


COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  BEANS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  beans,  including  all  kinds  of  dry  edible 
beans,  as  reported  in  the  War  Emergency  Food  Survey  of  January 
1,  1918,  amounted  to  14,602,200  bushels.  The  wholesale  dealers 
held  44.6  per  cent  of  the  total;  the  retail  dealers,  20.2  per  cent; 
the  elevators  and  warehouses,  28.6  per  cent;  the  canners,  1.9  per 
cent;  and  the  seedsmen,  1.1  per  cent.  The  remaining  stocks, 
amounting  to  3.6  per  cent  of  the  total,  were  held  by  a  miscellaneous 
group  of  firms.  The  holdings  reported  by  each  class  of  business 
concerns,  as  well  as  by  various  subdivisions  of  the  wholesale  and  retail 
classes,  may  be  found  in  the  first  column  of  Table  1.  while  the  relative 
holdings  of  the  different  classes  are  represented  in  graphic  form  in 
Diagram  1.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  the  commercial  holdings  of  beans  among  the 
several  geographic  divisions  and  states  on  the  date  of  the  Survey- 
is  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  3.  The  Middle  Atlantic 
and  the  Pacific  divisions,  it  may  be  noticed,  far  outranked  any  of 
the  other  divisions  in  stocks  of  this  commodity  reported.  In  fact, 
nearly  one-half  of  the  total  stocks  of  the  country  were  reported  from 
these  two  divisions.  Among  the  individual  states,  California  ranked 
first,  New  York  second,  Texas  third,  and  Missouri  fourth.  The 
stocks  reported  for  the  nine  geographic  divisions  of  the  country 
are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  2,  and  those  reported  for  the 
eighteen  most  important  states  are  shown  in  similar  form  in 
Diagram  3.

More  than  three-fourths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  Janu- 
ary 1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports 
are  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  1, 
and  also  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table  4.  From  these 
figures  it  may  be  seen  that  the  elevators  and  warehouses  reported 
somewhat  smaller  stocks  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  for  January 
1,  1917.  The  same  was  true  of  two  of  the  less  important  classes  of 
concerns,  namely,  the  seedsmen  and  the  canners.  The  wholesale 
dealers,  and  the  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  on  the  other  hand, 
reported  materially  larger  stocks.  The  total  holdings  on  the  date 
of  the  Survey  were  1.1  per  cent  larger  than  the  holdings  of  the 
same  firms  on  January  1,  1917.  The  relative  stocks  on  the  two 
dates  are  shown  graphically  for  each  class  of  business  concerns  in 
Diagram  4.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  COWPEAS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  cowpeas  reported  in  the  Food  Survey 
of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  568,989  bushels.  More  than  one- 
half  of  these  stocks  were  in  the  hands  of  retailers,  and  about  one- 
eighth  in  the  hands  of  seedsmen.  The  percentages  of  the  total 
holdings  reported  by  the  different  classes  of  business  concerns  were 
as  follows:  Warehouses,  4.1  per  cent;  seedsmen.  12.0  per  cent; 
wholesale  dealers,  25.7  per  cent;  retail  dealers,  52.0  per  cent;  and 
a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  6.2  per  cent.  The  quantities  actually 
reported  by  the  different  classes  and  subclasses  of  firms  are  shown 
in  the  first  column  of  Table  5,  while  the  relative  stocks  reported 
by  the  different  classes  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  5. 

The  number  of  firms  reporting  cowpeas  is  given,  by  classes  of 
business,  in  Table  6.

individual  states,  Mississippi  ranked  first,  Georgia  second,  and 
Alabama  third.  The  stocks  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important 
states  are  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram  6. 

More  than  seven-tenths  of  the  reports,  based  on  the  quantity 
reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917.  as  well  as  for  the 
date  of  the  Survey.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year 
reports  are  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  5,  and  by  geo- 
graphic divisions  and  states  in  Table  7.  Every  class,  with  the 
single  exception  of  the  miscellaneous  group,  showed  a  decrease  in 
stocks  of  this  commodity  as  compared  with  the  holdings  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1917.  The  total  stocks  on  January  1,  1918,  were  only  63.3 
per  cent  of  the  stocks  on  January  1,  1917.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  PEAS  AND  LENTILS. 

The  commercial  stocks  of  peas  and  lentils,  including  all  dried 
peas  except  cowpeas,  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1. 
1918.  amounted  to  3,491.216  bushels.  Among  the  different  classes 
of  firms  reporting,  the  wholesale  dealers  were  the  most  important 
holders  of  this  commodity.  The  percentages  of  the  total  reported 
by  each  class  of  business  concerns  were  as  follows:  Warehouses, 
19.8  per  cent;  wholesale  dealers,  45.2  per  cent;  seedsmen,  14.1 
per  cent;  canners,  4.2  per  cent;  retail  dealers,  12.7  per  cent;  and 
a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms,  4.0  per  cent.  The  stocks  reported 
by  each  of  these  classes  of  firms,  as  well  as  by  several  subclasses,  are 
given  in  the  first  column  of  Table  8,  and  the  relative  quantities 
reported  by  the  several  classes  are  represented  graphically  in 
Diagram  7. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  this  com- 
modity is  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  9.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  peas  and 
lentils  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  is  shown  in  detail  in  Table  10. 
The  Middle  Atlantic  division  reported  more  than  twice  as  large 
total  stocks  of  this  commodity  as  any  of  the  other  eight  divisions. 
In  fact,  nearly  one- third  of  the  stocks  for  the  entire  country  were 
reported  from  this  division.  The  East  North  Central  division  ranked 
second  in  quantity  reported,  the  West  South  Central  division  third, 
and  the  South  Atlantic  division  fourth.  Among  the  individual 
states,  New  York  ranked  first,  Wisconsin  second,  Georgia  third, 
and  Texas  fourth.  More  than  one-half  of  the  New  York  holdings 
were  reported  by  warehouses.  The  quantities  reported  for  the 
different  geographic  divisions  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram 
8,  and  those  reported  for  the  eighteen  most  important  states  are 
represented  in  similar  form  in  Diagram  9.

Nearly  two-thirds  of  the  reports,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1918. 
Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  may  be  found 
in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  8.  From  these  figures  it  may  be 
seen  that  the  stocks  of  peas  and  lentils  in  commercial  channels  on 
the  date  of  the  Survey  were  somewhat  smaller  than  those  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1917,  the  total  holdings  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  being 
equal  to  87.0  per  cent  of  the  stocks  held  one  year  earlier.  Among 
the  several  classes  of  business  only  the  seedsmen  and  the  miscella- 
neous group  of  dealers  showed  any  increase  in  stocks.  Comparative 
figures  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  Table  11, 
and  the  relative  quantities  of  peas  and  lentils  on  hand  January  1, 
1918,  and  January  1,  1917,  are  shown  graphically  for  each  of  the 
more  important  classes  of  business  concerns  in  Diagram  10.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  GRAIN  SORGHUMS 
(KAFIR,  MILO,  ETC.). 

The  commercial  stocks  of  grain  sorghums  (kafir  corn,  milo  maize, 
etc.),  as  reported  in  the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted 
to  2,910,465  bushels.  The  grain  mills  held  approximately  one-sixth 
of  the  total  and  the  elevators  and  warehouses  slightly  more  than 
this  fraction.  The  wholesale  dealers  held  considerably  more  than 
one-third,  the  retail  dealers  held  not  quite  one-fourth,  and  the 
remaining  stocks,  amounting  to  slightly  more  than  one-tenth  of 
the  total,  were  reported  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms.  The 
holdings  of  each  class  of  business  concerns  are  shown  in  the  first 
column  of  Table  12,  while  the  relative  quantities  reported  by  the 
several  classes  are  shown  graphically  in  Diagram  11.

Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  grain 
sorghums  on  the  date  of  the  Survey  is  given  in  Table  14.  Among 
the  nine  geographic  divisions  of  the  country,  the  Pacific  division 
ranked  first  in  stocks  of  this  commodity,  the  West  South  Central 
division  second,  and  the  West  North  Centra!  division  third,  four- 
fifths  of  the  stocks  in  the  entire  country  being  reported  from  these 
three  divisions.  Among  the  individual  states,  California  ranked 
first,  this  state  alone  reporting  more  than  one-third  of  the  total 
stocks  for  the  entire  country;  Texas  ranked  second,  Kansas  third, 
and  Oklahoma  fourth.  The  quantities  of  grain  sorghums  in  com- 
mercial channels  reported  for  the  fifteen  most  important  states  are 
shown  graphically  in  Diagram  12.

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About  three-fourths  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  January  1.  1917.  as  well  as  for  the  date  of  the 
Survey.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are 
given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  12, 
and  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in  the  last  two  columns 
of  Table  14.  From  these  figures  it  may  be  seen  that  the  retail 
dealers  and  the  miscellaneous  group  of  firms  reported  smaller  stocks 
for  the  date  of  the  Survey  than  for  January  1,  1917,  while  the  other 
three  classes  of  business  concerns  reported  larger  stocks,  the  increase 
ranging  from  15  to  30  per  cent.  The  total  stocks  on  the  date  of 
the  Survey  were  6.7  per  cent  larger  than  those  on  hand  one  year 
earlier.

COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  ROUGH  RICE. 

The  commercial  holdings  of  rough  rice  reported  in  the  Food  Sur- 
vey of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to  2-1.245.790  bushels.  Of 
these  stocks  the  rice  elevators  held  16,823,876  bushels,  or  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  total.  The  holdings  reported  by  each  class 
of  business  concerns  are  shown  in  the  first  column  of  Table  15, 
while  the  relative  holdings  of  the  different  classes  are  represented 
graphically  in  Diagram  13.

Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

Important  stocks  of  this  commodity  were  practically  limited  to 
four  states,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  Texas,  and  California,  the  com- 
bined holdings  reported  from  all  other  states  amounting  to  only 
420,553  bushels.  Texas  alone  reported  more  than  two-thirds  of 
the  total  stocks  for  the  entire  country,  while  Louisiana  and  Cali- 
fornia each  reported  approximately  one-fifth  as  much  as  Texas. 
Figures  representing  the  holdings  of  each  state,  by  classes  of  business, 
may  be  found  in  Table  16.  The  Texas  holdings,  as  these  figures 
indicate,  were  very  largely  in  the  rice  elevators. 

About  94  per  cent  of  the  returns,  based  on  the  quantity  reported, 
gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1918. 
Comparative  figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given,  by 
classes  of  business,  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  15,  while  the 
last  two  columns  of  Table  16  show  the  geographic  distribution  of 
these  stocks  for  the  two  dates.     From  these  two-year  figures  it  may 
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be  seen  that  while  the  stocks  of  the  rice  mills  were  smaller  on  the 
date  of  the  Survey  than  on  January  1,  1917,  the  stocks  of  the 
three  other  classes  of  business  concerns  were  considerably  larger 
than  on  the  earlier  date.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  January  1, 
1918,  were  6.6  per  cent  larger  than  the  stocks  on  January  1,  1917.

The  total  stocks  of  cleaned  or  milled  rice  reported  in  the 
War  Emergency  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918,  amounted  to 
320,756,276  pounds.  Of  this  total,  100,899.761  pounds,  or  31.4  per 
cent,  were  reported  by  the  rice  mills.  The  warehouses  reported 
15.5  per  cent  of  the  total;  the  wholesale  dealers,  29.3  per  cent;

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  cleaned  rice  among 
the  several  geographic  divisions  and  states  on  the  date  of  the  Survey 
is  shown,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  19.  The  West  South 
Central  division  alone  reported  134.440.130  pounds,  or  more  than 
two-fifths  of  the  total  for  the  entire  country.  The  Pacific  division 
ranked  second,  and  the  Middle  Atlantic  division  third.  Among  the 
individual  states,  Louisiana  ranked  first,  California  second,  Texas 
third,  and  New  York  fourth.  The  Louisiana  and  Texas  stocks  of 
this  commodity  were  reported  largely  by  the  rice  mills.  Only  about 
one-fourth  of  the  California  stocks,  however,  were  reported  by  this 
class  of  concerns,  while  the  New  York  stocks  were  held  more  largely 
by  the  wholesale  dealers  and  the  warehouses.  The  geographic 
distribution  of  these  stocks  is  represented  in  graphic  form  in  Diagram 
15,  while  the  holdings  of  cleaned  rice  reported  for  the  eighteen  most 
important  states  are  shown  in  similar  form  in  Diagram  16.

More  than  four-fifths  of  the  returns  for  cleaned  rice,  on  the  basis 
of  the  quantity  reported,  gave  information  for  January  1,  1917,  as 
well  as  for  January  1,  1918.  Comparative  figures  based  on  these 
two-year  reports  may  be  found  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  17. 
The  figures  indicate  a  very  general  decrease  in  the  commercial  stocks 
of  this  commodity.  Among  the  main  classes  of  business,  the  stocks 
of  the  brewers  show  the  largest  relative  decrease,  their  stocks  on 
the  date  of  the  Survey  being  only  66.4  per  cent  of  the  stocks  held 
by  them  one  year  earlier.  The  total  stocks  of  cleaned  rice  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1918,  were  equal  to  82.8  per  cent  of  those  on  January  1,  1917. 
Comparative  figures  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states 
in  Table  20,  and  the  relative  stocks  on  the  two  dates  above  referred 
to  are  shown  graphically  for  each  of  the  more  important  classes  of 
business  concerns  in  Diagram  17.

Geographic  Distribution  and  Comparative  Figures. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  holdings  of  buck- 
wheat on  the  date  of  the  Survey  is  shown  in  Table  23.  The  Middle 
Atlantic  division,  it  may  be  noticed,  reported  936,429  bushels,  or 
about  three-fifths  of  the  total  for  the  entire  country.  The  East 
North  Central  division  ranked  second,  with  total  stocks  somewhat 
less  than  one-half  as  large  as  those  of  the  Middle  Atlantic  division. 
Among  the  individual  states.  New  York  ranked  first.  Pennsylvania 
second,  Michigan  third,  and  Ohio  fourth.  These  four  states  together 
reported  nearly  four-fifths  of  the  total  stocks  of  the  entire  country.

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Nearly  four-fifths  of  the  reports  for  buckwheat  gave  information 
for  January  1,  1917,  as  well  as  for  January  1,  1918.  Comparative 
figures  based  on  these  two-year  reports  are  given  by  classes  of 
business  concerns  in  the  last  three  columns  of  Table  21.  From 
these  figures  it  may  be  seen  that  the  stocks  of  the  grain  mills,  the 
wholesale  dealers,  and  the  miscellaneous  group  of  firms  showed  a 
slight  increase  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  as  compared  with  the 
earlier  date.  The  elevators  and  warehouses  and  the  retail  dealers, 
on  the  other  hand,  showed  a  very  marked  decrease  in  stocks  on 
hand.  The  total  stocks  reported  for  the  date  of  the  Survey  were 
equal  to  84.2  per  cent  of  those  on  hand  January  1.  1917.  Com- ' 
parative  figures  are  given  by  geographic  divisions  and  states  in 
the  last  two  columns  of  Table  23. 


COMMERCIAL  STOCKS  OF  BUCKWHEAT 
FLOUR. 

The  total  commercial  stocks  of  buckwheat  flour,  as  reported  in 
the  Food  Survey  of  January  1,  1918.  amounted  to  27,068, 8S8  pounds. 
Of  this  total  the  manufacturers  held  16.6  per  cent;  the  warehouses, 
1.8  per  cent;  the  wholesale  dealers,  32.6  per  cent;  and  the  retail 
dealers.  46.5  per  cent.  The  remainder,  amounting  to  2.5  per  cent 
of  the  total,  was  held  by  a  miscellaneous  group  of  firms.  The  stocks 
reported  by  the  various  classes  of  business  concerns  are  shown  in 
the  first  column  of  Table  24  and  the  relative  quantities  reported  by 
the  different  classes  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  19. 

The  number  of  schedules  received  and  tabulated  for  buckwheat 
flour  is  given,  by  classes  of  business,  in  Table  25.

Geographic  Distribution  of  Stocks  Reported. 

The  geographic  distribution  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  buck- 
wheat flour  is  shown  in  detail  in  Table  26,  for  each  class  and  sub- 
class of  business  concerns.  More  than  one-third  of  the  total  stocks, 
it  may  be  noticed,  were  reported  from  the  Middle  Atlantic  division, 
while  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  total  was  reported  from  the 
East  North  Central  division.  The  West  North  Central  division 
ranked  third  in  stocks  reported,  and  the  South  Atlantic  division 
fourth.  Among  the  individual  states,  New  York  ranked  first  and 
Pennsylvania  second,  these  two  states  together  reporting  more  than 
one-third  of  the  commercial  stocks  of  buckwheat  flour  for  the  entire 
country.  The  stocks  of  this  commodity  reported  for  the  eighteen 
most  important  states  are  represented  graphically  in  Diagram  20.
